Poverty in Childhood. 

Homespun Ernest Bevin came 
up from orphaned poverty to the 
foreign secretarysShip, a post he 
held during one of the most diffi- 
cult periods in the Empire’s his- 
tory. 

As Foreign Secretary, he helped 
to pattern the changes that Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee’s Labor 
Government effected in the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth in the post- 
war years—changes that made In- 
dia, Ceylon, Burma and Palestine 
independent. 

King George VI once asked him 
where he got his. knowledge of 
public affairs. Bevin puckered his 
powerful, fattish face and said: 

“Tt was gathered from the 
hedgerows of experience.” ’ 

His life was rich in experience. 
He worked as a boy farmhand, 
dishwasher, page-boy, streetcar 
conductor, cart driver, labor or- 
ganizer and union leader before 
becoming one of Britain’s most 
important leaders. 

Minister of Labor. 

Before he became Foreign Sec- 
retary in Labor’s sweep to power 
in the 1945 British elections, 
Bevin served for five years as 
Minister of Labor in Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill's eight- 
man coalition war cabinet. He 
mobilized the country’s entire

effort. That made him a national 


figure and he was mentioned as a 
possibility for Prime Minister. 


However, it was not the of 


Prime Minister that Bevin de- 


sired. When Labor came to power 
after the election“in 1945. Bevin 
hoped to be made Chancellor of 


that post and Bevin took over at 
the Foreign Office; from where 
he charted Britain’s policy in the 
cold war that followed the end 
of World War II. 

Bevin co-operated immediately 
and wholeheartedly with the pro- 
gram laid down by United States 
Secretary “of State George Mar- 
shall for a co-operative European 
recovery effort and later hailed 
the North Atlantic Treaty, which 
he signed for Britain, as a shield 
against Russian aggression. 

Foe of Communism. 

Although he was a lifelong foe 
of Communists and Communism, 
he sought tirelessly to reach 
agreement. with ‘Russia after 
World War II and appealed per- 
sonally to Foreign Secretary V. 
M. Molotov for “patience, toler- 
ance and understanding.” While 
the two clashed frequently at 
meetings of the Big Four foreign 
ministers, the Russian was said to 
hold him in vast respect. 

In dealing with the Soviet 
Union, Bevin adopted a course of 
blunt diplomacy. Communism, he 
said on one occasion, would van- 
ish if enough people could acquire 
the necessaries of life. 

He visited the United States 
four times as Foreign Secretary. 
Late in 1946’ he was in New York 
when the United Nations Council 
met. He made two trips to Wash- 
ington in 1949—the first to sign 
the North Atlantic Treaty and the 
second for vital monetary talks. 

In September 1950 he went to 
New York for a series of talks 
with = United States and

Major Differences. 
The major differences in the 
two versions are these:

2. The Senate voted to extend 
the period of obligatory military 
service from 21 to 24 months; tne 
House stood pat for 26 months. 
3. The Senate put a top limit 
of 4,000,000 on military manpow- 
er; the House imposed no ceiling. 
4. The Senate gave President 
Truman authority to institute a 
program of universal military 
training when drafted men no 
longer are needed for military 
service as distinguished from 
training. The Senate bill would 
make qualified 18-year-olds liable 
for UMT service for six months 
at $30 a month. The House fought 
over UMT and then settled by ap- 
proving creation of a bipartisan 
five-member commission to make 
a report to Congress later on 
UMT, with no inductions per- 
mitted unless Congress passes a 
UMT law. 
5. The Senate bill requires four 
months of basic training before 
an inductee may be.sent into a 
combat area: the House bill says 


there should be six months. 


6. The House bill extends the 
draft law three years; the Senate 
extends it indefinitely. The pres- 
ent law expires July 9. 

19-to-26 Pool Must Be Used. 
Both bills provide that before 
any youth under the age of 19 is 
inducted, local draft boards must 
use up their supply of eligible 
men in the 19-26 bracket.

U.S. USING FAST JET 
BOMBERS IN KOREA 
FOR PHOTOGRAPHY 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
—Swift United States jet bomb- 
ers, in the first appearance of 
such aiscraft in any war, are be- 
ing used to take long distance pic- 
tures of Communist airfields and 
other bases in the boundary area 


of Manchuria. 

The Air Force said today that 
a few RB-45 (reconnaissance 
bombers) are in operation in Ko- 
rea. While several types of Air 
Force and Navy jet fighters have 
been in action since early in the 
war ho jet bomber types had ap- 
peared until recently. 

On Sunday there was terse ref- 
erence in overseas dispatches to 
a “B-45” encountering two Rus- 
sian-made jets but reaching its 
home basé safely. An Air Force 
spokesman, in answer to queries, 
explained today that plane and 
the two or three others in the Far 
East are converted bombers, with 
their bombcarrying equipment 
and guns removed and fitted with 
cameras. 

It is assumed this photo recon- 
naissance equipment includes a 
huge new aerial camera developed 
by the Air Force about which few 
details have been made public. 
However, airmen describe it as a 
“horizon - to - horizon” instrument 
capable of taking, in one picture, 
a huge ground area.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
+Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, told the Senate yester- 
day he did not mean to intimate 
President Truman was drunk 
when he signed the order firing 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

McCarthy was. asked on the 
Senate fldor about his Wednes- 
day night remarks in Milwaukee, 
in which he said the dismissal of 
MacArthur was “a Communist 
victory won with the aid of bour- 
bon and Benedietine,” 

“I was not intimating that the 
President was intoxicated,” Mc- 
Carthy said in reply. He pre- 
viously had told reporters he 
didn’t believe the President was 
drunk at the time. 

“I do not think he is a heavy 
drinker,” he told the Senate. “I 
honestly do not think he is.” 

“What I was pointing out was 
that it was a great mistake for: 
the President, even after one or 
two cocktails, at midnight, under 
the influence of the old Yalta 
crowd, to sign orders and write 
letters. 

“If he would wait and write 
his letters and sign his orders in 
the cold light of day it would 
be a great day for this country.” 

McCarthy’s comménts came 
during a speech by Senator Cain 
(Rep.), Washington, in praise of 
MacArthur.

Movie actors, like the ball play-

“It is presently contemplated,” 
the directive said of the movie 
industry, “that the problem raised 
in this field of compensation will 
be the early subject of separate 
treatment in the development of 
the salary (‘as contrasted with 
wage) stabilization program.” 


“Merit” Rules Apply. 


The ruling said that until that 
policy is worked out salaried 
movie workers, like ball players, 
are covered under the wage 
board’s “‘merit’’ rules. 

This generally requires em- 
ployers to adhere to past prac- 
tices in giving added pay for “sig- 
nificant advancement in the talent 
value of an employe.” 

Such a standard will apply, the 
directive said, to such salaried 
film jobs as actors and actresses, 
producers, directors, writers, com- 
posers, musicians, film editors, 
wardrobe designers and camera 
men. The problem of setting sep- 
arate standards for salaried work- 
ers is likely to be one of the first 
tackled by the wage board when 
it gets back into business. 

Right now the wage board is 
inactive because of the dispute be- 
tween labor and management 
members over its scope. But the 
White House reported this week 
that the disagreement is being 
ironed out. So it appears the 
board may soon resume its func- 

tions.

William H. Ruffin, president of

In the Mississippi scandal, Chairman Boyle-df 
thé Démdératic Natioat Committee has fitéd 
National Committeéman Hood, but téstimdny 
given to the Senate investigators implicates 
membérs of the staté committee as well. By 
sworn testimony not only were jobs bought and 
sold. By admission of thé commmittee’s own 
counsel the ¢émmittee madé it a part of its 
stated policy to exért political influence on the 
RFC.

And should 
not the President in clear terms denounce what 
has gofie on in Mississippi and pledge every 
effort to expose, halt and punish all such wrong: 
doing in the future? 

In the affair of the White Housé aids, former 
Senator Wheeler of Montana says that at the 
request of oné of thém, David K. Niles, he asked 
Senator Tobey of New Hampshire “not to be too 
tough” on another of them, Donald S. Dawson, 
who has been mentioned as one of the inner 
cliqué exerting political influence on RFC lend- 
ing policies. 

Did Mr. Truman know what Mr. Niles was 
adding? What kind of check is theré against po- 
Titi¢al manipulations by persons ¢losé to the 
President? Doés Mr, Truman not think that an 
attempt by one of his aids to suppress or tone 
down evidence in a senatorial investigation is 
grounds for dismissal? 

As the Post-Dispatch said the other day, the 
moral toné of official Washington éa4n hardly be 
expected to rise higher than the tone the Presi- 
dent sets. Here aré two cases in which what he 
does, or fails to do, will either put a brake on 
the deterioration in Washington éthi¢s, or pér- 
mit it to go unimpeded on its €4bwnward way.

At offé stage it wanted 
to add the question of how the Balkan treaties 
have beén lived up to. . 

If Austria was tod bé discussed, thé Russians 
wanted to discuss Triésté. If thé Balkan tréaties 
were to comé up, théy wanted the Italfan tréaty 
and the Atlantic Pact to ¢ome up also. At 
times Andrei Gromyko has talked as if the Big 
Four shdtld distuss disarmament in #4 vaévum, 
with no reference to the causés of thé Wést’s 
insecurity and thé rearmameént program arising 
out of it. Yet on the record he is sponsoring 
an agenda which would permit négotiation of all 
these matters. 

So the deadloek is not accounted for by the 
words actually being uttered at Paris. The 
Causés g0 back to thé shrowded mysteries of the 
Kremlin. Did the Russiahs demand a ¢dnfer- 
ence in the fear that German téarmamént 
imminent, and have they now cooled off foll 
ing the postponement of that phase of Western 
défénse plans? Only thé Krémilin knows. 

At bottom, hdwever, th® néed for diplomatic 
action to relieve world tensions remains as 
strong as it Was. The West at Paris has proved 
itself willing té dét. Wilt Russia now take the 
responsibility for blocking such action?

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Root of the Injustice 

In defending draft déferment for the ablest 
college students, Gen. Hershey admitted that 
the plan may be unfair to men who cannot 
afford to go to cdllegé. Hé added that “in an 
operation of this kitd we havé to také the 
world as we find ft.” 

The world as wé find it, at <he moment, is 
one in which private résgur¢es. are consideréd 
adequate to providé cdllégé training fdr those 
able to bénéfit by it. A boy whd wants to go 


\ to cotlegé and who has aptitude for it is sup- 


posed to get there with the help of his family, 
or by working his way, or with thé hélp of 
scholarships provided by thé college; by en- 
_dowment funds or other privaté sources. 

This system works, in a rough ara ready way. 
The poor boy struggling against odds fdr a 
higher education is a favorite figure in Amer- 
ican folkloré, and énough of thémiedo it to 
éstablish the fact that éducational opportunity 
is probably as wide in America as anywhere. 
But is it wide enough? How can it be widened? 
How can we make sure that latent dbility gets 
the fullest possible chancé of dévélopmént re- 
gardless of the individual's economic standing? 

Sincé the nation has an interest in that de- 
velopment, as well as the individual, it is 
logical that the nation should take part in the 
Search for talent. This is the basis of the case 
for a system of national scholarships, to sup- 
plement private resources in opening the door 
of higher education to all who can benefit 
therefrom. 

The G.I. bill of rights opéned educational 
opportunity to many men on the hasis of their 
military service. Should not the same oppor- 
tunity be assured to all on the basis of scholas- 
tic aptitude? If Gén. Hérshéy’s ‘traft deférmént 
plati is unfait t6 young thet who ¢afinot afford 
college, the root of the injustice Hes -if the 
fact that there are such young mén. That must 
concern the nation no mattér what ataft de- 
ferment policy is adopted.

Why should so many prominent 
persons die unexpectedly of sud- 
den heart attacks? 

They shouldn’t, says Dr. Henry 
M. Winans, clinical professor of 
medicine at the University of 
Texas, who makes a hobby of in- 

such cases by ques- 
tioning attending physicians, rela- 
tives and associates. 

Doctors need more detective 
work in examining big business 
men and civic leaders, he told 
the American College of Physi- 
cians yesterday. Prominent per- 
sons, accustomed to driving 


through impediments to success, 
are likely to attempt the same 
thing when confronted by symp- 
toms of physical impairments, he 
warned. Some ignore the symp- 
toms or try to conceal them for 
varied reasons, 
sonal. 

“The successful man may feel 
he cannot afford to have his asso- 
ciates accuse him of slowing 
down,” Dr. Winans stated. 
“Therefore he continues to play 
golf, go hunting, head civic drives 
and make speeches long after he 
knows something is wrong. Some- 
times he pushes himself to prove 
he is as good as ever.” 

12 Cases Analyzed. 


Analyzing 12 cases of sudden 
and unexpected death from ob- 
struction in a heart blood vessel, 
he reported that four of the 
prominent victims underwent 
physical examinations shortly be- 
fore the fatal attack and were as- 
sured nothing was wrong. Yet 
only two of the 12 actually 
seemed to be without symptoms 
indicating the possibility of heart 
disease, he found. 

Six. died in strenuous exertion, 
three after unusually large meals, 
one when making a speech, one 
when flying at an altitude of 
10,000 feet, and one when attend- 
ing a convention. 

The psychological makeup of 
the patient and his status in the 
world should be studied by the 
doctor, and when possible an in- 
quiry among family and associ- 
ates of prominent persons should 
be made to uncover any hidden 
symptoms, Dr. Winans advised. 
The physical examination cannot 
be considered complete unless the 
electrocardiogram made while the | 
patient is resting is supplemented | 
by one taken after exercise. 

The doctor should have the 
courage to insist that a patient 
with circulatory impairment take 
every means. for self-protection, 
and should inform at least one 
member of the family of the situ- 
ation, he concluded. 

Revitalizing of Tissue. 

Certain tissue associated with 
age may be revitalized and re- 
stored to apparently normal func- 
tion, Dr. William B. Kountz, as- 
sistant professor of clinical medi- 
cine at Washington University, 
stated. 

Reporting on a six-year study 
of women between the ages of 
60 and 85 at the City Infirmary, 
he said stimulation of tissues with 
the hormone substances called 
estrogen and androgen brought 
improvemegt in memory, thought 
processes and general psychologi- 
cal behavior. The tissues re- 
sponded without development of 
disease and there was no clogging 
of blood vessels, he added. 

The study indicated that the 
primary action of the endocrine 
substance seemed -to be a direct 
effect upon nutrition of the body 
as a whole, with improvement of 
mental attitude, physical strength

STONE OF SCONE 
BACK IN ABBEY 
UNDER GUARD

Stone of Scone rested once again 
today in Westminster Abbey, sur- 
rounded by a police guard watch- 
ful for any move by Scottish Na- 
tionalists. 

The guard was maintained in 
case of a demonstration from the 
ranks of the thousands of Scots 
in London for the Scottish-Eng- 
lish soccer game today, and the 
meeting of the Scottish National- 
ist party in Hyde Park tomorrow. 

The coronation stone was 
brought back to England last 
night from Scotland, where it had 
been taken after Scottish patriots 
lifted. it from the Abbey Christ- 
mas day. 

Police hauled it back by night 
to avoid any Scottish demonstra- 
tion. Shortly after the chimes of 
Big Ben rang out 8 p.m. they 
lugged the 458-pound hunk of 
sandstone into the Abbey—its 
home since 1296. 

The stone, used in coronation 
ceremonies for centuries, turned 
up Wednesday on the high altar 
of a ruined abbey in the Scottish 
town of Arbroath. Three men who 
left the stone there handed' the 
watchman a letter addressed to 
King George VI. It said the stone 
was taken to dramatize Scotland's 
desire for more home rule.

Approval of President Truman's 
dismissal of Gen. Douglas Mac-

Defendants named in the ac- 
tion are Commissioner A. B., 
Chandler: George M. Trautman 
of the National A ation of 
Professional Baseball Leagues 
(the minors); Powel Crosley Jr., 
owner of the Cincinnati Reds, and 
Warren Giles, Cincinnati Reds’ 
president. 

The suit charged Corbett was 
fined $1000 and suspended from 
baseball as a ult of having 
signed several players who 
“jumped” to Mexican leagues in 
1946. The suspension was later 
revoked. 

Corbett's petition declared, 
howover, that valuable rights of 
the El Paso club and of its owner 
were infringed upon by the ac- 
tion of organized baseball repre- 
sented by Chandler, Trautman 
“and others.” 

The suit also contests baseball’s 
“reserve clause” under which 
players cannot bargain with in- 
dividual clubs for employment. 

Corbett’s action charged that 
organized baseball is operating in 
interstate commerce, and that the 
action of the defendants “tends to 
create a monopoly in violaion of 
the Sherman and Clayton anti- 
trust acts,”

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ATOM SGIENTIST FREED 
‘OF CONTEMPT CHARGE 


Clarence Hiskey Upheld in 
Refusal to Answer House 
Red Spy Question. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (UP) 
—Atomic Scientist Clarence His- 
key was acquitted yesterday of 
charges of contempt of Congress 
for refusing to answer questions 
of the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. 

United States District Judge 
Burnita Shelton Matthews ruled 
that Hiskey properly claimed his 
constitutional privilege against 
self-incrimination at a committee 
hearing on May 29, 1949. 

The scientist refused to discuss 
with the committee charges that 
he gave atomic secrets to a Rus- 
sian agent while he was working 
at the University of Chicago in 

1944. 

After his acquittal, Hiskey re- 
peated to reporters his previous 
statements denying that he has 
ever engaged “in espionage of 
any kind or committed any other 
disloyal act.” 

Hiskey, who waived a jury 
trial, was the tenth person ac- 
quitted in recent weeks on con- 
tempt of Congress charges. Judge 
Matthews was the sixth judge in 
this jurisdiction to order acquit- 
tals because of the defendant’s 
claim against self-incrimination. 

United States Prosecutor Charles 
B. Murray told the court that he 
believes the decisions incorrect 
and he plans to go right on 
prosecuting the contempt cases 
“until I'm,thrown out by some 
court.” 


DEWEY PLACES NEW YORK 
* ON STATE OF EMERGENCY 


ALBANY, N.Y., April 14 (AP) 
—Warning anew of Soviet ag- 
gression, Gov. Dewey placed New 
York today on a state of defense 
emergency and gave far-reaching 
powers to a council headed by 
himself. 

Dewey, slashing back at legis- 
lative critics, in effect denied dic- 
tatorial ambitions over the lives 
of the state’s 15,000,000 people. 
He said the defense bills he 
signed were “designed both to 
meet total threat and preserve 
individual liberty.” 

.“‘We are living in times of the 
gravest national tension, when 
aggressive Soviet Communist im- 
perialism may launch an attack 
on the free world at any point 
at any time.”

ARMED FORCE FREE INSURANCE 
BILL APPROVED BY SENATE 


* WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP) 
—A bill providing free $10,000 
life insurance for all members 
of the armed forces is on its way 
to Rresident Truman for signa- 
ture. The Senate completed con- 
gressional action on the’ new mili- 
tary insurance yesterday. The bill 
provides that all members of the 
armed forces who lost their lives 
in Korea will benefit. - 

It replaces the present system 
of Government insurance for 
which members of the armed 
forces pay premiums. The bill 
allows former service men who 
now carry Government insurance 
to retain or reinstate it if recalled 
to active duty. 

It also provides that service 
men and women may buy Govern- 
ment term life insurance within 
120 days after leaving the armed 
forces. Premium rates would be 
based on dge.

In 1932 he scornfully rejected 
demands that his union workers 
refuse to handle munitions. 

“T am as much opposed as any- 
body to war, and I am keenly in 
favor of disarmament,” he roared, 

“but you have to be practical.” 

In 1937 he lashed out in criti- 
cism of Britain’s “feebleness” in 
dealing with aggressors, and 
warned that black clouds of war 
were hanging over the world. He 
was unsparing in denunciation of 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain’s appeasement, and when war 
came he pledged his union to 
“work like hell” to beat Hitler. 

Summoned by Churchill. 

On May 14, 1940, four days 
after Hitler invaded Holland, 
Churchill summoned him to serve 
as Labor Minister in the coalition 
cabinet. Typically, he was at work 
within less than an hour after 
walking into his new office for 
the first time. 

He had, throughout his career 
at the Foreign Office, the full 
support of the national dailies 
(with the exception of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker), of the Con- 
servative and Liberal parties and 
of the right-wing leadership of 
‘ithe Labor party and the Trades 
Union Congress. 

Yet the striking thing is that all 
his speeches in, the House of 
Commons were on the defensive. 
He was never a happy, buoyant 
man in this last difficult job. 

He seemed unable to throw off 
the consciousness that the initi- 
ative had passed to Washington 
and that there was little he could 
do about it, while even the friend- 
ly London papers were frequently 
full of alarm at the “deteriora- 
tion in international affairs.” 

His health Was not really robust 
during this last period and he was 
forced several times to drop work 
for weeks at a time until _ his 
heart had recovered from the 
strain imposed upon it. -

OF PEACE TREATY 


PARIS, April 14 
Carlo Sforza, Italian Foreign 
Minister, confirmed in Paris to- 
day that he has told the Big Three 
western powers Italy ‘wants the 
terms of its peace treaty eased. 

He said he had sent letters to 
Paris, London, and Washington, 
containing “some manifestations 
of my mind on what is the feeling 
in Italy.” He would not say what 
specific requests he had made. 


It was believed by diplomats |

here that the principal 
complaint against peace treaty | 
terms concerns armament restric- 
tions. 

The treaty. signed in Paris Feb. 
10, 1947, and ratified the follow- 
ing Sept. 15, limits Italy’s army 
to 250,000 men and 200 tanks. The 
air force is restricted to 350 air- 
craft of all kinds and 25,000 men. 
The Navy is limited to 22,500 of- 
ficers and men. 

Italy, now a member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty, has claimed 
it is hampered in contributing its 
share to Atlantic mutual defenses. 

The peace treaty also forbade 
Italy to fortify its French and 
Yugoslav frontiers and ordered it 
to keep out of all experiments in 
atomic power, rockets, long-range 
guns and specified types of mines 
and torpedoes. 

Finally, the treaty ceded bits of | 
Italian territory and islands to 
France, Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Albania, and ordered Italians to 
pay a total of $360,000,000 in war 
reparations to Albania, Ethiopa, 
Greece, Russia and Yugoslavia.

Where the basic mes- 
sage of the Voice of America is to put this country 
in the most favorable light, the basic message of 
Radio Free Europe is to put Communist dictator- 
ship in the worst possible light and to prepare the 
people for ultimate revolt and liberation.

The actual declarer, however, 
conducted the play almost as 
though he could see the location 
of every card! He ruffed a low 
club and led a low diamond to- 
ward dummy. West put up the 
king—it would not have helped 


him to duck—and exited as best 
he could with another low heart. 

South took the trick, entered 
dummy via a diamond to the 
queen, and ruffed another club, 
dropping West's ace. He then 
cashed the diamond ace and led 
the diamond eight—and West was 
fixed. He could ruff with the 
heart ten if he choose, but the 
spade ace would then be his only 
other trick; and West's actual re- 


fusal to ruff was of no greater 
advan him. Declarer ruffed 
the nth diamond with the 
heart seven and led the club 
king, discarding a spade—and 
again West was helpless.
